Nevcr was there greater need for 
the Lord’s people to remember the 
words of this text than at the present 
time. We recognize these words of 
the Paalmist David as prophetic, re- 
ferring to the Church of Christ. The 
Church has been called out during 
the Gospel Age to be Christ's Bride. 
The Prophet here pictures the Call of 
this class, the terms of the Call, and 
the Bride's preparation for her mar- 
riage to the King’s Son. The exhor- 
tation is that those who have thus 
become espoused as a virgin to Christ 
who have taken upon themselves the 
covenant of faithfulness, are to be 
separate from the world. Hence the 
injunction, “Forget thine own people 
and thy father’s House." 

Our own people are the human 
family. Our father’s House ia Adam's 
House. By nature we belong to his 
House; we have a natural {interest In 
his inheritance; and although we 
have receive. woeful experiences 
through Adam's fall, yet whatever 
we have as human beings we have re- 
celved from Adam. Those who are 
now tue Lord’s people ‘‘were by na- 
ture children -of wrath, even as 
others.” But something has occur- 
red In our case. We have been called 
out of this condition, and fnvited to 
become “the Bride, the Lamb's wife.” 
—Revelation 21:2, 9-11; Psalm 
45:9. :

: Terms of Our Covenant Binding. 
This special class that God has 
| been gathering out for eighteen cen- 
| turies to be the Brid: of Christ have 
i accepted God’s terms and have en- 
| tered into a special covenant with 
| God in order that they might become 
{ members of the Bride class. These 
terms are very positive aed definite. 
; In.older times, when there Was a be- 
trothal, it was usually the father that 
looked after the contract. This was 
not a merely verbal contract, but a 
written one, -It was a binding en- 
gagement with positive stipulations 
on both sides, Just so our Heavenly 
Father, in making the arrangement 
by which we may come into His fam- 
lly, drew. up avery positive, un- 
changeable contract. It is a condl- 
tion of full surrender to Him. We 
give up our own wills. This agree- 
ment Is more binding than any earth- 
ly marriage contract. 

Those who have become betrothed 
to the Lord Jesus Christ give up 
their all to Him. They do not have 
very much to be sure. Most of us 
have very, very little; for not: many 
great, not many wise, not many 
learned, pot. many noble, are called. 
(1 Corinthians 1:23-29.) But as- 
sociation with the One to whom they 
are betrothed gives these a nobility of 
character. The wonderful promises 
of God begin immediately to work in 
them to will and to do-of His good 
pleasure. It is a transforming work. 
The Apostle Paul telis us that we are 
“transformed by the renewing of our 
minds’—not our bodies. (Romans 
12:2.) Our body is the same body 
that we had before, but we hare a 
new mind. Weare New Creatures, 
All things are new; old yt nah 
passed away. (2 Corinthians 5:17. 
This makes a change everywhere. 

We. need not go into detail as to 
what changes it makes. We know, 
if.we are of this class, that “‘the 
things which once we loved we now 
hate.” We loved the things that 
were pure, noble, and beautiful in 
proportion as we were naturally of a 
noble dispositen; but many of the 
things which once we loved were 
things of which we cannot now ap- 
Prove. We have received the beget- 
ting of the Holy Spirit; and as God's 
Spirit abounds in us more and more, 
‘we become ‘copies of God's dear Son, 
our Redeemer, our Head, our Bride- 
groom. . . 

In the case of the Hebrew 
contract, if the bride-elect was guilty 
of infidelity to her betrothed bride- 
groom, the unfaithfulness was pun- 
ished with death. So if any of us 
who have mado a contract with the 
Lord should violate that contract and 
be untrue to our Bridegroom, we 
would come under the penalty of the 
Second Death. “If any man draw 
back,”’ says the Lord, “My soul shall 
have no pleasure, in him.” God 
would not give eternal life to those 
in whom He has no pleasure. The 
Apostle Paul says that these draw 
back to perdition — destruction. 
(Hebrews 10:38, 39.) So the mat- 
ter is clear before us. We are espous- 
ed to a Husband. We have taken 
upon us certain obligations. We 
must go on now, and make our edll- 
ing and election sure. We must 
elther gain the reward of everlasting 
Ufe or else. go Into the Second 


Death, ; 
Christ's Righteousness Our Covering. 
Does this mean that if we make 
slips we shall go Into the Second 
Death No. One might make unin- 
tentional slips of various kinds. Pre- 
sumably there is no child of God Hyv- 
ing who has not made such slips, Our 
imperfections are hindrances to our 
doing perfectly. “With my mind I 
serve the Law of God,” but with my 
imperfect body it would be an im- 
possiblilty. Our great. Redeemer, 
who is our prospective Bridegroom, 
bas made satisfaction for our tmper- 
{gctions. Therefore when we err, we 
are to go to the Throne of Heavenly 
Grace to obtain mercy—mercy with 
God through Christ. If-you and 1 
were perfect, we would not need to 
go to the Throne of Grace to obtain 
mercy and find grace to help in time 
ofneed. (Hebrews 4:16.) But as 
we become developed ‘as Christians, 
we sbali-not need {o go so often to 
obtain mercy. As we grow stronger,

In this way our robe is kept white. 
We are to keep eurselves unspotted 
by going to the One who, alone can 
remove such spots and by asking the 
forgiveness necessary. “If we con- 
fess our sins, He is faithful and Just 
to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteousness.” © The 
blood of Jesus Christ, the atoning 
merit of His sacrifice, cleanses us day 
by day as we, appreciating our necd, 
come to Him daily to hare His blood 
applied. 

There is a class, however, who do 
not keep their robe clean; for any 
stain upon this robe remains until 
tbe proper steps are taken for its re- 
moval. There are many Christian 
People who have not taken these 
steps, and who therefore hare not 
had the shots removed. Why do they 
at have these spots cleansed? you 
ask. 

There are things connected with 
that matter which some of you may 
know about. When first you came to 
the Lord, full of earnest desire to 
keep yourself unspotted from the 
world, you were very careful about 
your robe, Oh, how shocked you 
were at the Grse spot! You sald, “I 
am a child of God; and ob, what a 
mistake I have made!” But as time 
passed and you realized more and 
more keenly your infirmities of the 
flesh, you found that you were often 
overtaken by thesc weaknesses; and 
you were so himiliated thereby that 
you were tempted to remain away 
from the Throne of Grace, the Mercy- 
Seat provided by the Lord for this 
very purpose. But if you were a 
true disciple of Christ, you conquered 
this feeling and went to the Lord to 
have the spota removed. 

Reckoning

Nie ~ Near. 

But a great many Christian people 
have not been faithful in this respect 
and are being deceived; and a reck- 
oning time is at hand. They have 
doubted the Lord's mercy or else 
have been careless of their covenant: 
and they are not living close to the 
Lord. Their lives are unsatisfactory 
to themselves and to God. They will 
not be of the Bride class. Nobody 
whose robe Is covered with spots will 
be received Into the wedding as a 
member of the Bride of Christ; for 
the Bride must be “‘without spot or 
wrinkle:of&ny suth thing.” (Ephes- 
fans 5;25-27.) Only thus could she 
be presentable to the Heavenly 
Bridegroom. “There will be weeping 
and ing of teeth” amongst the 
foolish ns when the door to the 
wedding {s shut. (Matthew 25:10- 
12.) Many will be disappointed in

Where shall you and I be then? I 
hope that we shall make our.calling 
and election suré; that, knowing the 
terms, we shall keep our garments 
unspotted from the Sesh, from 
everything that is contaminating. 
There is a peculiar beauty about a 
pure white robe. A robe spotted all 
over would not look very attractive, 
nor would a robe all wrinkled. The 
King will greatly love and appreciate 
those who are In a spotless condi- 
tion. 

“Forget also thine own people and 
thy father’s House.” The temptations 
to wrongdoing, to disloyalty to our 
covenant with the Lord, come large- 
ly through relations with our own 
people. It is very trying to endeavor 
to do two things—to keep on good 
terma with the world’s people and 
with the Lord—at the same time. To 
do so is an impossibility. This is 
where the Great Company class make 
their faflure, They fear what their 
acquaintances and neighbors will say. 
They do not care to be considered 
pecullar. But we are not to be 
ashamed of the Truth or of the 
brethren or of reproach for Christ. — 
Matthew 10:32, 33.

This is a beauty that 
dwells in the heart, a beauty of char- 
acter, Every Christian should see to

He loves to wear rather old-fashion- 
ed-looking hats and clothes. On the 
other hand, when away from work he 
is often full of fun and boyish 
pranks.

Sylvia Pankhurst 
is working for peace, but Mrs. Pank- 
hurst.bas publficty repudiated her. 
Through the papers she announced 
the parting of the ways % between 
them, saying that she was separating 
not from my daughter, but from Syl- 
via-Pankhurst.’ 

“The suffragists have raised $500,- 
000 for hospital work. Many of the 
men of England are ready for suf- 
frage now. One of them gaid to me: 
“We have had this to ourselves for a 
long time and we have not made 
much of a success: of it. Iam ready 
for anything now.’ 

“I saw in one of the New York 
papers this morning that. recruiting 
was not going on well in England, 
but that is wrong. We have more 
soldiers than we can equip. We have 
3,000,000 men in khaki. But I don’t 
think we could have brought out the 
men if it had not been for the Belgian 

outrages, The use of poisonous 
gases by the Germans has made the 
people in England fiercely angry and 
there is a great desire to retaliate In 
kind. I am against that. I do not 
think two wrongs-make aright. But 
I am in the minority in feeling that 
way.”

office revenue, but in consequence of 
the economy practised by the public 
in the matter of saving on letters and 
postcards, under the higher rate, the 
increased revenu-y has been consider- 
ably less than anticipated. For the 
frst four months of the operation of 
the war tax the department's revenue 
has increase. by $1,100,000, or 
about 30 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding period of last year. 
The large part of this increase, how- 
ever, is due t» the sale of stampe for 
cheques, money orders, etc. ~}

WAR TIME INSANITY. 


Lees Lunay In Time of Big 
“Worries. 


‘Fhe suggestion of the medical su- 
perintendent of Belfast Asylum that 
the war is diminishing Junacy by re- 
Heving the people of some of the 
small worries and monotonies of life 
was discussed by a leading authority 
on Insanity recently. In London the 
Ggures lend some support tu me doc- 
tor’s theory. 

“Speaking generally,” paid this. 
authority, “‘we have no rearon to be- 
Ueve that the war has caused an ap- 
preciable increase of insanity yet, 
whatorer may.be the experience of 
che future. The conditions for a wide 
-ncrease have not yet arisen. Peo- 
ple who become insane are those 
with the inherent tendency to do so, 
Btreas may cause them to topple over, 
At present much. of the ordinary 
stress is removed. . 

“There is little ‘aneniployment and 
less poverty than usual. Many of 
the poorer people are better, off than 
ever they were before. There may 
be more drinking, but my experience 
ts that drink does not of Itself ‘send 
people to .the -asylum,*‘ though it 
helps in a case of mental instability. 

“There is an old saying, ‘The more 
asylums you have, the more Junacy.’ 
To some extent that is true. Slight 
cases may not be notified if it is 
known that there is no room for them 
in the asylum. And our accommoda- 
tion is smaller than before, for one 
“of our asylums bas been transformed 
into a war hospital” ‘

Devastations of the Huns, 


In the first three months of the war 
the damage done amounted to £213,- 
000,000. This was up to the end of 
October, and by December at least 
another million pounds’ worth of pro- 

perty had been destroyed. The Ger- 
mans timed their invasion of Belgium 
for the Sasvast period, aud were thus 
able to rob the Belgians of £3,000,- 
000 worth of food: In addition, they 
have levied taxes amounting alto- 
gether to £8,000,000, while the cost 
in buman life is estimated at £15,- 
000,000. Altogether the cost of the 
war to Belgium for the first’ five 
months was £338 Crt he What is 
more terrible is that Germany has 
seized the whole of the Belgian food 
supply, and by harvest time this year 
it is reckoned that In Belgium there 
will be over 2,000,000 destitute per- 
sons and the remaining 6,600,000 
will be coming to the end of: their 
resources,”

If mewspapers tell the iruth when 
they state, as they have done inces- 
santly for months past, that the rea- 
son the Allies have not made the pro- 
gress generally expected of them, is 
shortage of shells, why is it that re- 
putable engineering works in Canada 
cannot get orders when they apply 
for them. What is the use of talking 
about shell shortage, when the avail- 
able steps to overcome it are not 
taken.

They (were mistaken, however. 
The great nationn) anthem of France 
had a different origin and name, and 
when finally the trutb became known 
the poet and composer was properly. 
acclaimed and honored, and years af- 
terward King Louis Philippe confer- 
red'a pension.upon him, but tbe song 
always kept the name it had received 
in the southern city. 

“Three months before, in ‘Strass- 
burg, on the Rhine, Dietrich, the 
mayor of the city, bad complained 
that the volunteers who were about 
to join Luckner’s army had no pa- 
triotic song to sing as they marched 
out. A young captain of engineers, 
Ctaude Joseph Rougct de Lisle, heard 
him. He retired to his lodgings and 
during the night, with the ald of bis 
violin, composed the music and the 
words of the song which was to ren- 
der his name [mmortal. He ¢alled 
it “The War Song of the Army of the 
Rhine,” and the night on which be 
wrote it was April 24, 1792. It was 
first sung at Dictrich’s house on the

RANCIS JOSEPH, Emperor of

Not for thirty cen- 
turies, since the great Rameses reigu- 
ed in the land of the Pharaohs, also 
for sixty-seven years, had there been 
a sovereign who has been 50 long In 
actual possession of a throne. Not in 
the whole of the history from the re- 
motest days can there be found the 
record of a sovereign who has been 
longer and more intimately acquaint- 
ed with grief. -

He believes that there is more 
“politica” jn Canada at the present 
time than’ there is in England, and 
that it Is a bad thing for Canada. 

Big politica: interests here, at the 
present juncture, who are intimately. 
connected with ‘manufacturing con- 
cerns, are out after orders, 

Orders come first—the making of 
munitions belng a. secondary -out- 
come, 

Mr. Thomas repeated that it was a 
bad thing, but adds that so far as he 
was able, fhe British taxpayer came 
first, and that much as he liked to

youth. True, the soldiers of the Rus- 
sian Czar were then in Hungary, in- 
vited there by Francis Joseph's uncle, 
the Emperor Ferdinand L., in order to 
quell the revolution which Kossuth 
had started In the name of liberty, 
and the brave Hungarians were lay- 
ing down their Hives rather than sub- 
mit to Hapsburg tyranny. The dun- 
geons of Hungary and Bobemia, of 
Naples, Venice, Lombardy, and Tus: 
cany were full of men whose only 
crime was the determination to break’ 
the shackles of that same Hapsburg 
tyranny. The gallows were busy 
sending thousands more to ‘death. 
But Prince Metternich was Prime 
Minister and the master in Vienna, 
and Francis Joseph, the boy of eigh- 
teen, had been reared to regard such 
things as of small consequence. 

The diviné right of kings to send 
liberty-loving subjects to the prisons 
or to the gatlows had been instilled 
tuto the boy’s mind until he believed 
it to be as unalterably true as the 
tenets of his Catholic religion. 

A few months after the boy‘s eigh- 
teenth birthday, Metternich fed from 
the country to save himself from the 
fury of the outraged people. The Em- 
peror Ferdinand abdicated. Francis 
Joseph had a crown placed upon his 
head, the legacy which his father, the 
next heir after Ferdinand, had refus- 
ed to accept. oF, 

But his mother, the Archduchess 
Sopbia, had manocuvered to have her 
son made Emperor merely aa a figure- 
head. She was to govern the empire, 
another Catherine the Great, a Marie 
Theresa, or a Queen Elizabeth. To 
employ every possible means to de- 
base and debauch the son and thus 
make him incapable of ruling was 
the deliberate pian of the mother, as 
gbastly a crime as a Nerp’s or a Bor- 
gla's: 3 : : 
it was hideous enough, yet it was 
merely another fetter added to those 
of inheritance and fate which claimed 
Francis Joseph in a bondage more 
cruel than that of the most tortured 
and prosecuted patriot in his empire. 
His whole after life can be viewed as 
one struggle after another, conscious 
and subconscious, toward freedom 
of body and 3oul, in which he ac- 
cepted the things which came as the 
scourgings of God through which his 
eyes were to-discern’more clearly the 
path of truth and righteousness. Sor- 
row in every guise, companioned by 
dishonor and disgrace;  disappoint- 
ment in évery form touching the 
hopes which were dearest, logs in ter- 
ritory and sovereignty, attended by 
humiNatiops the most deeply charged 
with anguish to the’ haughty Haps- 
burg mind—they broke bisheart and 
bent his shoulders, but they liberated 
his spirit and sent it forth chastened, 
aweetened, and humbled, to seek 
comfort and solace in the love of his 
people, 

Searching for domestic happiness, 
he chose a bride who could give him 
nothing that he could desire but her 
love. In le age, when Francis 
Joseph and Empress were just 
learning to be friends, she was foully 
murdered by an Italfan Anarchist. 

Francis Joseph’s only son, brilliant, 
accomplished, and fascinating, com- 
mitted suicide “undcr clroumstances 
which degraded his name and defam- 
ed his exalted position, |

A True Story of the Oto Valley 
“in the Eighteenth Gentury.

The boys of the frst half of nine. 
teenth century read Indian‘ stories ‘of 
what may»now be called the enxterly 
west. The main avenuw-to the con 
quest of this same region, later called 
the middle west, was through the Oblv 
valley and the tributaries of that 
stream. "The stories these boy» read 
were not the Sctitlous tales thelr cbil- 
dren or grandchikiren perused in the 
latter part of the same century of the 
red man of the “plains” or the Rocky 
mountains, but real happenlugs to plo- 
beers passing down “La belle riviere.” 
as the early French settlers called the 
Ohio river, to open up what) became 
Kentucky, Objo, Indiana and other ter 
titory In that region. 

As soon as the Revglutionary war 
ended the tide of emigration to these 
states commenced. From Pittsburgh 
to its confluence with the Mississippi the 
Oblo was dotted with the Satboat of 
the period. 

Hostile Indians tnfexted the Ohio val- 
ley and were fertile \in stratagem, as 
all red men bave always been. When 
they took prisovers they would com. 
pel them to act us decoys to emigrants 
on the fatboats. There were also rene- 
gade whites who served the saine pur- 
pose. These whites would ball a dat- 
boat and beg the emigratts to take 
them aboard, saying that they had 
been captured by Indians and escaped. 
As soon as the boat came Into the back 


waters on the shore, where it could 


only with difficulty be brought again 
into the current, It would be attacked 
by Indlans who had been concealed on 
the shore. In time this strategem be 
came known to the whites, and ther 
would refuse to Hsten to the decoy’s 
pleading. Yet there were times when 
the pleader was sincere and was de 
nied rescue. 

Other devices were resorted to by 
the Indians to lure the Hatboatmen to 
the shore that they might be murdered 
and plundered. Game was plentiful In 


| the forests, and the red men would im-

itate the sounds mide by animals or 
birds. The wild turkey. which was ob 
tainable in America till the middle or 
intter part of the nineteentb century. 
was a coveted meat by these pioneers. 
and often when the gobble wag beard 
the boat would be steered to shore and 
a bunting party sent for the birds. 

In 1788 Henry Crist and Solomon 
Spears, engaged in obtaluing salt from 
the Kentucky licks, with a party of thir 


| geen whites, including one woman, left 


Loulsville and floated down the Obio 
till they reached the mouth of Salt riv- 
et, which they ascended by the back- 
water. Scouts were sent asbore on the 
pear bank of Salt river while the boat 
moved slowly onward. On the mum- 
ing of the second day of this. nscent 
the boat was landed and preparutions 
were made for breakfast. The gob- 
bling of the wild turkey was heard in 
the woods, and.two of the crew went 
ashore with their guns to secure a bird 
or two for the meal. 

Now, these persons bad seen indica- 
tions of the presence of Indians and 
knew, that the gobbling of ibe turkey 
was a common decoy with them. But 
not stopping to deliberate they = fell 
into the trap. Scarcely bad they reach- 
ed the shore when more than a bun- 
dred Indians sprang forward.  s_ 

Whoerer bas scen an Indian painted 
for war, his features made savage by 
the colored linea drawn upon them. can 
Imagine the terror Inspired by the at- 
tack. Few persons now living have 
seen this aight, but those who bave 
cannot understand how white men dur- 
ing the early history of America could 
take thelr wirex and Uttle children, 
too, to make homes in a country, where 
they were Mable at any moment to be 
murdered. 

Of the flatboat party two were on 
shore, the rest still on the boat, which’ 
had been faxtened to a tree by means 
of a chain that had been carried around 
the trunk and’a book on the end in- 
serted in a link. The object of the In- 
dians being to secure the emigrants, 
the boat and {ts cargo, they made a 
furious attack’ upon the whole party. 

Every man sprang to bis gun, nnd 
since In all there were a dozen gunn 
the Indians. who never wasted life In 
their encounters 1f they could help it. 
retired behind ‘the trees on the bank, 
Then commenced a steady fire on 
the boat. . The Indians were protected 
by the ureea, and the retury fire from 
the whites availed Iittle or nothing. 
Besides the advantage of hiding be 
hiud trees. the xavrazes were ou higher 
xround. * Now one and now anotberof 
the pioneers fell, but such was the ne 
vessity for every man to stand by his 
elfie that the killed were not heeded

One of the 
men sprang to av oar which be could 
work overhead without exposing him

Solomon Spears was mortally 
wounded.

Running down the 
bank. yelling as only savages could 
Sel, they again attacked the whites 
Two of the men who uid been spared 
to fight. Crepps and Crist. each seizing 
a ride. ascended the bark, The Indiins 
fired n volley at them and fell back 
into a ravine, putting a bullet Into 
Crepps’ side and crushing Crist’s bee), 
Another man whe had followed the 
two Into the fight returned to the boat 
‘and reported that he bad eft bis com 
panions on the shore powerless to xet 
awas. 

Taking advantnge of the retirement 
of the Indlaus, the few remaining 
abvarnd the boat pulled ber again out 
Into the middle of the river. 

| With the bdoat full of dend and 
wounded. with only one or two able tu 
man the oars. the chance of escape 
was still small. But fortunntely they 
were’in the current, and the Indians, 
elther satisted with their work or not 
caring further to expuse thetuselves, 
permitted them to drift uway, and they 
reached a polnt of safety. 

The settlers, having been roused by 
the story of the mussacre, went at 
once to the scene of the tinal encounter 
to rescue the two men whe bad fallen. 
Crepps was found to be mortally 
wounded. He was brought away, but 
died during his removal. Crist's efforts 
to save bimself were thrilling. Not 
being able to touch his wounded heel 
to the ground. he crawled Intu a 
thicket; but, realizing that the Indlans 
would find tim there, he took off bix 
moccasins, bound them to bis knees 
‘end @perted to craw! cigbt miles to x 
salt lick. For three days he bad not 
taated food. Weakened by hunger. 
‘suffering excruciating pain from hix 
shattered heel, his progress was neces 
sarily very slow, belng not more thar: 
fialf a mile an bour. “ 

One night—it was the second after 
he commenced his tortoise journey— 
while lying near a traf he beard the 
sound of horse's hoofs, He called for 
belp. whereupon the sounds were 
beard going: away from him. This 
was naturally a bitter disappointment. 
Crist lay where be was, intending to re- 
sume his journey In the morning,. bop 
jug against hope that be would retain 
Abe strength to Snish it 

The horseman who bad passed, bear- 
‘Ing a voice In the wood, elther from 
fear of an enemy or superstition bur- 
ried on and, riding to a settlement/re- 
ported bis experience. ‘The settlers. 
realizing that some white. man might 
be needing assistance, formed a posse 
and rode out to where the roice war 
heard, There they found Crist ex- 
hausted and brought hin in. 

The story of the woman of the party 
fs given In a few words, and yet it 
must have been a long nnd harrowing 
one. She was carried to Canada and 
ransomed by a trader. In this sen- 
tence ber story is summarized. What 
she suffered during that long journcy 
of bundreds of milex and bow her cap- 
tors trented ber are among the dread 
stories of that thrilling period. “Taken 
to Canada and ransomed by a trader"— 
there Is svarcely, enough off it for an 
epitaph .on uw tombstone., Anti‘yet wha 
knows but that in some old trunk, In 
a dingy .carret. a yellow manuscript 
lies hidden which now and. again 
through successive generations some 
descendant of that woman may take 
out, peruse and put back to be read 
later on by some otber of her progeny? 

If in the story of these fatboatmen 
we ure ippresxed. with their bard!

British Columbia ‘Town is the Home | 


of s Remarkable Woman Writer 
Who Went to Live in the Wilds 


Nearly Half a Century Ago—Her 


Ctief Work Has Appeared U: 
the Pen Name of Stratton Mirr.’ 
T is now forty-six years since Mrs. 
Allison, the poetess, went to 
settle in the frontier town of 
Princeton, B.C., amongst the 
Indians, says Estelle M. Kerr in 
Toronto Saturday Night. There were 
four hundred Indlana there then, now 


there are but ten, and many graves. 


For many years she was the only 
white woman in the valley, and het 
daughter was seventeen before she 
ever saw a white man, and then she 
was so frightened by the apparition 
that she ran away and hid in terror. 


Mrs. Allison was the friend of the | 


(indians, and they trusted her and 
told her stories which she translated 
tonto English verse. Her principal 
work, “‘Incowmasket,” is the tale of 
a chief of that name, and of bis wives 
' and children. It was published ‘suder 
| ber pen-name, Stratton Mirr, and the 
proceeds of the sale were devoted to 
furnishing a ward in the Hedley Hoa- 
pital, at the gold mines, not far away. 

The Indians trusted her so tha‘ 
when they embraced Christianity and 
put up ~rosses, surmounted by wea- 
thereocks on their graves to replace 
the quaint old Indian monuments, 
they gave her a strange old figure. 
about four feet high, which is one m 
Mrs. Allison’s most cherished posses- 
sions, It stands in the corner of her 
ving room, and she calls it “Dum- 
my.” In fulfilment of her promise 
to the Indians, no one is allowed to 
make fun of Du:nmy or laugh at him. 
I had not the slightest desire to 
laugh, though Dummy has a strange 
figure, slim of waist and thick of arm, 
but he looks so strange and eerie that 
I am sure evil spirits would fy from 
him and leave the grave he guarded 
unmolested. The tree, from which 
Dummy was carved by stone hatchets 
is quite rotten at the back, and his 
feet and the rim of his hat have been 
broken away, but his face, with its 
high cheek-bones and Indian profile, 
though gray and weather-beaten, is 
unimpaired by the hand of Time, and 
his brown marble eyes still gleam 
from their wooden sockets with a sin- 
ister expression. 

On the opposite side of the room 
stands Mrs, Allison's plano—the first 
to cross the Fraser river, and it got 
wet In the river, too, and the Ivory 
came off its keys, so that its use as a 
musical instrument is not great. It 
stands upright with the assistance of 
some props, and its case, carved and 

‘inset with. red velvet and shells, sis 
‘very interesting. : 

Mrs, Allison is now sixty-eight 
She is small of stature, 


years old. 

and her curly hairis pure white, 
while her sweet face is intersected by 
a network of wrinkles, but she is still 
a good horsewoman, and has the only 


side-saddle in the country;: she rides 
by balance, and does not rise from 
the saddle as do the women In the 
East, She is not the only poetess 
who has written of the Ddeautiful 
river Tulameen on which her home 
stands, for Pauline Johnson in’ her, 
“Indian Legends,” tells a tale of the 
“Red Water" river which is said to 
be still haunted by the spirit of an 
Indian maiden who gave her life to 
save her lover. 

There is a rallway that connects 
Princeton with the south and bears 
large quantities of cement from the 
works there into the United States, 
Sor owing to its situation cement can 
be mined there cheaper, than any 
place on the continent, but as yet 
none of the great Canadian railways 
pass through, and traveling is done 
by means of a:motor stage. The fare 
from Merritt to-Princeton is twelve 
dollars each, and I shared the stage 
with a prospector, a commercin! tra- 
veler, two miners, and a Chinaman. 
From Princeton to Penticton by way 
of Keremeos, which takes you to the 
Okanagan Jakes, is only seven dol- 
lars, but part of the trip Is made by 
Still the drives were worth 
the money, even if Princeton had 
been quite deyold of charm, these 
drives were a never-to-be-forgotten 
experience. We wound through cool 
deep valleys, béside tinkling brooks, 
up mountain sidés, dashed around 
corners on roads that were bat 
shelves carved in the face of a pre- 
eipice, then through a pass go nar- 
row that the sun never enters, where 
black giant fir trees met above our 
heads, then out beside a‘sunllt lake 
high up in the coo] mouhtain top, on 
through a deserted village where 
once they mined for gol’. There was 
the store, the hotel, and the shacks, 
just as they’ bad ‘left them. One 
would say the population slept. On, 
on through mountains, valleys; for: 
ests wo dashed. Oh, this wonderful 
Province of British Columbia! 

“Come from the East, do you?" 
said the prospector to me. “So did 1. 
You stay a little while and you'll 
never want to go home. . This sort of 
thing gets you!” 

But with fares of that magnitude 
between them gnd) the main line, I 
don’t wonder that the inhabitants of 
Princeton feel a little bit shut off 
from the rest of the world.- But one 
cannot feel very far ftom civilization 
while a phonograph next door is glv- 
ing out the latest songs, and by step- 
ping across the street to the little 
white building, you can see Mrs. 
Pankhurst busy at her usual occupa- 
tion of Ketting arrested, President 
Poincare paying a visit of state, and 
a recent German aeroplane race, to 
gay nothing of a faithful reproduc- 
tion of Napoleon’s retreat from Mos- 
cow--in the cinematograph. 

All these views were, of course, 
“before the war” attractions, . many 
months before the great European

SEWING IN RUSSIA. 


Canadian Woman ‘is With the Rec 
Cross in the Caucasus. 


Many Canadian women are serving 
the Empire in foreign countries, bu. 
few have been called to do their bit 
in such remote and alien surround- 
ings as has Miss Gertrude Nicol, 
daughter of Mr. and Mra. W. L. Nicol, 
of Vantouver, who, before going to 
that city In its carly days were resi- 
dents of Niagara Falls. Miss Nicol is 
working under the Red Cross banner 
in Russia, at Alexandrople, a small 
town in the Caucasus Mountains be- 
tween Batum and Kars, very close to 
the Turkish frontier. 

At the outbreak of the war, Miss 
Nico},. who, has spent. a number of 
years in study in Kurope, was travel- 
ing in Russia, and was near Tiflis. 
The difficulties which at that time 
were placed in the way of travelers 
were almoat insurmountable, and she

fitting herself for service, and she at 
once entered: a hospital in Tiflis, 
where she tcok a'‘course in nursing. 
She is an exceptionally. clever lin- 
guist, and ‘during her sojourn in the 
country: had been studying the lan- 
guage in'which she had become fairly 
proficient, so that, although her ex- 
aminations were in Russian; she pass-

1 also picked 
up one or two Official church publica- 
tions written in Flemish. Passing on 
to Ypres, we left our cars outside the 
elty under cover, and proceeded on! 
foot. At that time silence seemed to 
reign in the immediate neighborhood, 
and this added to the sense of being 
Jin a city of the dead. There was 
scarcely a building In the town which 
was intact, and there was certainly 
not a single pane of glass remaining. 
Caurches, colleges, convents, houses, 
and cafes were all deserted, and grass 
was growing along the railway track. 
When we were within the city a Ger- 
man aeroplane appeared overhead, 
and it was necessary to take cover 
lest we should be observed. A short 
distauce from where we were was the 
| great Cloth Hall, which now is en- 
Urely destroyed. A few months ago 
the walls were still standing, but bit 
by bit the place bas been shelled 
until it has no longer any form. A 
desultory shelling was started while 
we were there, and it was with some 
relief that we turned our backs on 
the place. That we left at the right 
time was evident an bour later when, 
from a point of vantage, we saw some 
really heavy shelling. What our men 
call “the noonday Hymn of Hate" 
‘ was started at noon, and we saw ser- 
eral “Jack Johnsons” put into the 
towh, adding yet more to the accum- 
ulating dust and debris.

ated from sources that might ‘be 
open to suspicion of acting from 
| purely political motives, Such is the 
case in the action of the Board of So- 
cial Service and Evangelism of the 
Methodist Church, which at a meet- 
ing in Toronto on September 16 
severely scored the prevailing “pat- 
nage” systém and claimed that it is 
degrading the country’s political sys- 
tem to “a tyrannical autocracy.” 
Herewith are given some of the 
clauses in a general resolution unani- 
mously passec at’this meeting: 

Alter calling upbn minister of the 
Church ‘to’ make a'study of the 
franchise and the dangers of the ex- 
ercise of the franchise by residents 
who are without an adequate concep- 
tion of the corresponding responsi- 
bilities, it proceeds. 

“Second only to this danger and 
sin of bribery is the vicious practice 
of part. patronage, which is degrad- 
ing our free political system to tyran- 
| nical autocracy.” 

“That for tie public safety we de- 

| mand the putlisuing of the names 
and contributions of all contributors 
to campaign funds,” 

“And the appointment of a prose- 
cutor who is responsible Ao Parlia- 
ment and Independent of the Govern- 
ment’ and the Auditor-General, 
whose Obligatory duty it shall be to 
prosecute afl offences against our 
election laws. Such prosecutor is to 
bave full right of enquiry.” 

“Since the basis uf good govern- 
ment is‘an efficient civil service, we 
strongly advise making the civil ser- 
wice an honorable profession entirely 
divorced from party patronage.” 

- The resolution also called for “ the 

teaching of “Canadian Civics” in the 
Public schools. °

Perils of Mine Sweeping. 

Imagine’ yourself trying to walk | 
through a dense, wood at midnight: 
with no lantern, the penalty for 
touching a tree being death! That 
will give you some idea of the perils 
which the’men on ~~ mine-sweeping 
trawlers face’when their vessels are 
steaming through a_ freshly-sown 
mine field. 

The vessels leave harbor about 
daylight, and steam outto the area 
they are going to'sweep for mines, 

They work in pairs, abreast of each 
other, between the vessels being what 
is known as the sweep-wire, sunk to 
the necessary depth in the water by 
means of towed “kites,"’ wooden ar- 
rangements acting on the same prin- 
ciple as ordinary air kites. . These 
wires can be regulated to travel at 
any depth beneath the surface, When 
mines are caught they are dragged 
to one side and destroyed by rifle fre. 
If the bullet: hit the detonator the 
mine generally explodes at once, but 
if, om the’ other hand, the buoyancy 
chamber is entered and flooded it 
goes toythe bottom like a stone and 
becomes innocuous.

Each Person Has His Own Pen Scope, 
and That Guides the Expert. 

it is a very clever forger who cas 
deceive the up-to-date expert in 
chirography. Many experts base their 
investigations of possible forgery on 
the belief that every one has a pen 
scope, just as they have a special fin- 
ger print. This technical term de- 
scribes. the average stretch of paper 
that one may cover without lifting 
the pen off thy: paper and shifting the 
hand to’continue the Hine. 

It is a peculiarity of handwriting 
that In a written letter, for in- 
stance, the pen scope throughout 
may sbow an average stretch of one 
inch for the text of the letter, while 
in the signature, if the whole length 
of the name, twice as long may be 
covered. If the writer covers the 
full stretch of his name in this way 
the expert. may prove by the shorter

What are the seeds that mankind 
bave been sowing for six thousand 
years? We see the world in general 
sowing to selfishness, to self-gratifi- 
cation, Nearly all have’ thus been 
sowing, trying to serve their tastes, 


their preferences for food thing, 
everything under the sun. an tries 
to satisfy bis desires; and) most of 


the fallen man’s desires are for sinful 
things, that work to his injury. He 
still bas in his brain some capacity 
for good things; ' but from the Adamic 
fall he has received a selfish bent. 
Thus the selfish impulses are more 
active than are the higher powers of 
his mind.. 

In the top of the brain lle the 
nobler powers of the mind; such as 
the sense of right and wrong, rever- 
ence, benevolence—good qualities, 
which bring -nan’s highest blessing. 
Whoever can live in the top of his 
brain fnstea¢ of down in the cellar, 
the base of the brain, will bave the 
nobler Ijfe. There are organs that 
belong merely tothe flesh. Some 
people ive for food and drink only. 
Others do not care so much for these 
things, but have other morbid cray- 
ings. If we had none of the quality 




















of alimentiveness in our brain, we 


would not enjoy eating, which would 
thea be a mere matter of form and 
might be neglected. But if we are in 
good health we relish our daily 
meals, This should lead to thankful- 
ness to the Lord, from whom all our 
blessings come. 

If, however, the organ of alimen- 
Uveness {a in control, is served parti- 
cularly and continually, the person 
will live only to eat and drink. He 
will live down in the basement of 
Dis brain. He will not have the high- 
eat joys.’ Such a condition would be 
an over-balance of that part of the 
brain. 

Man became unbalanced away back 
in Eden; and we have had six thou- 
gand years of development in that di- 
rection; so that by this time the 
heads of a good portion of mankind 
are largely empty as regards the 
nobler sentiments, or at best these 
organs are largely dormant. Men 
have been too mich occupied with

in the sky the circumjacent atmoe- 
phere would assume the negative func- 
Gon. But as the other cloud is near by 
% becomes uegative.and both are mo 
tually attracted. They approach each 
other until the space of alr between 
them caz nv longer resist thelr electric 
tension, when the discharge takes 
place. 

The equillbriam of the clouds being 
thus restored, there is nothing to keep 
the particles of water apart; they coa- 
Yesce Into drops and fall as rain.

Thick and Thin Ghells. 

There are several kinds of high ex- 
plosive sbelis, which hare been design- 
ed for various purposes, For instance, 
there are the shells the case of which 
is verf thin, so thnt their capacity for 
containing explosive may be Increased. 
These explode instantly at the slightest 
contact pod gre used as mines, or, in 
other words, they cause damage not 
by the impact of their mass but by the 
Glerceness of the explosion. Another 
kind of explosive shell is made by. {n- 
creasing the thickness of the steel case 
and reducing the charge of explosive. 
The explosion of this missile is calcu, 
lated to take place a little after con- 
tact. This type ts used for the destruc- 
don of solid defenses. like walls, earth- 
‘en works, etc., as the thickness of the 
case and the slowness of eXpiosion per 
mit them to penetrate the fabric before 
expioding.—London Standard.

The Orst carriages that ran on rails 
in Europe were those of a horse rail- 
way between Linz and Budweis. in 
Austria. This was in working order 
in 1827.

The frst line in 
a modern sense wus opened from Paris 
to 8t. Germain in 1835, but railway de 
velopment was grently hindered by a 
terrible accident on the Paris-Versailles 
lne'in 1842.

not educated, as they are on this con- | 
tinent, to a high average of taste, 

This point of quality ts what makes 
Canadian wheat salable in the United 
States, which is a wheat-producing, 
wheat-exporting country itself and in 
no danger of starvation if the Cana-: 
dian crop is cutoff. The only reason 
why United States millers buy our 
wheat ia because it is a harder, bet- 
ter wheat, and makes up Into super- 
{or grades of flour, which can be mix- 
ed with the inferior floura from the 
softer American wheat to bring them 
up to standard. In short, the United 
States buys that hundred million 
bushels, if it does buy it, simply be- 
cause the best Is none too good for a 
nation that has developed a palate. 
That the United States is keen on our 
best grades of northern wheat Is 
proved by the fact that in spite of 
freight tolls and custom duties a lot 
of it keeps dribbling over tne line ail 
the Ume, 

Without going into an elaborate 
argument abaut the price of wheat in 
Winnipeg as compared with the price 
of wheat im Chicago or Minneapolis, 
it is safe to say that if the United 
States duty were removed the Cana- 


in fact, 


‘j dian farmer would get ten cents a 


bushel more for his wheat than he 
does now—that Is to say he would 
get the duty. There is no reason 
why the United States won't take 
that duty off except that Canada 
won't take hers off, too. It is under- 
stood that the light still holds out to 
burn at Washington, and that in 
spite of the repulse to reciprocity in 
1911, the United States continues to 
welcome mutual concessions which 
will make food cheaper. 

Canada could remove her tariff on 
American wheat with perfect tmpun- 
ity. because Canada is not a wheat- 
importing country. The only thing 
that prevents is cracker-barrel poll- 
tics. Canadian wheat must be denied 
its‘nearest and dearest market be- 
cause the Interests, arid consequently 
the Government elected by the inter- 
ests, say so. It is being recalled in 
the present juncture, that it was-the 
wheat crowd, and’the meat crowd. 
that: defeated “reciprocity—not the 
men who produce the wheat and the 
meat, but the men who roll © it and 
grind it and cure'it and swoke it and: 
freeze it and squeeze it, for monop- 
olizer‘s profits. <

Government. The farmers were told 
that’ Russia was all tied up at the 
Dardanelles and now was their 
chancé to cash in. And the farmets, 
though not lacking experience of 
these fair promises before, took them 
at théeir word. - Water-sodden year 
though It was, they produced several 
million busheis more wheat than they 
did in 1914. 

Much good it does them! ‘The 
European market goes glimmering. 
Even if it didn’t go glimmering, the 
ships Sir Robert promised had faded 
away—so what was the use? The 
farmers are told to hang on—not to 
food the market with a great deluge 
of wheat—to dole it out and keep 
prices steady. Good advice, perhaps, 
4f the North-West farmers had barns 
wheat in, but not s0 good 
heavos them at the tender 
mercy. of the railways and elevator 
companies, 

Besides, the winter price threatens 
to be weak, and no man wants to hold 
on for a loss. A Government com- 
mission has shown that on an aver- 
age it-costs the North-West farmer 
sixty-four cents to produce a bushel 


ty cents a bushel. Suppose Winnipeg 
buys at ninety cents a bushel—to- 
day’s quotation for No, 1 bard, and 
all wheat, mind you, isn’t No. 1 hard 
there in it for the farmer 
after {freight rates and elevator 
charges are taken out? A small! mar- 
gin which tends constantly to disap~ 
pear. And if the wheat grower holds 
OD, as be is-mdvised to do, the risk 
increases not only through deterfora- 
tion in the commodity he has to sell, 
but through the manipulations of the 
markets. 

It has been figured out that, after 
all expenses are paid, a North-West 
farmer tillipg a section of land, 
twenty busheis of wheat to the acre, 
realizes nett perbaps $1,280—that is 
to say two dollars on an acre, small 
enough 'return'considering his toil 
and bardsbip and the high cost of liy- 
ing for himself and his family, If 
the tariff barrier between him and 
the United ‘States were takes down he 
would realize on that same‘crop over 
$2,500, which would, I fancy, make 
the North-West winter about twice 
as tolerable as it is now. * 

ith no ships to sail the seas, and 
no ‘place to move the crops to, except 
the same old spot favored by the in- 
terests, the North-West farmer prac- 
Ucally has that hundred million 
bushels for export on his hands, If 
he sells ft in Canada he Yisn’t going to 
make much out of it, and when ‘he 
doesn't sell it in the United States— 
which be is not allowed to do—he 
loses about ten million dollars, He 
not only loses ten miliion dollars on 
the hundred million bushels for. ex- 
port, but perbaps another five million 
dollars on the remaining hundred 
million busbels for home use, consid- 
ering the fact that If the tariff bar- 
riers were knocked down the interna< 
tional price would tend to even up on 
a higher line. 

From which it follows that the 
North-West farmer is being done out 
of’ fifteen million dollars: by 2-Gov- 
ernment which is too scared of its 
friends to give. him a square’ deal. 
The only argument which stands be- 
tween the farmer and the fifteen mil-: 
Ilona is a sentimental one—if Cana- 
dian wheat went to the United States 
without let or hindrance it would get 
in'the habit of going there and would 
presently ‘“‘lose its jdentity,”* One 
might suggest here another sentimen- 
tal argument—that when it loses’ {ts 
identity, blending its proud No. 1 
Hardness with ‘softer, ‘baser, ele- 
ments, it does it with a noble end in 
view, to uplift and glorify the mass 
with which it mingles. © One 
ment is about as silly as the other, 
Canadian wheat can afford'to lose a 
lot’of identity so long as it finds a 
good price per bushél. Canadian fish 
frequently swim over the” boundary 
line and lose their identity’ ds ‘Cana- 
dian fis2, but no complaint is‘ made. 
It-ls much the same with Canadian 
wheat—identity, or not, it will alip 
across. ~~ —H,F.G.

HAVEN'T HEARD OR WAR. 


Far Of Places Where News of Coo 
Mict Has Not Reached. ° 
Incredible though it may sound, 
there are still places which have not 
yet heard a syllable about the war, 
Tristran’ ‘da Cunha, the lonely 
South Atlantic Island, has not receiy- 


their encroachment. My information - a mail since the outbreak of war. 


da Cunba is entirely depen- 
dent on chance communications from 
the Cape, 1,500 miles away. 
times it is a year or more without 
ita people’ hearing from the outside 
world. 

It is a British possession, ‘and its 
people, numbering about eighty, are 
mainly descendants of ship-wrecked 
sailors. They.are of mixed origin— 

Scoteb, Irish, American, 
Dutch, Italian, Asiatic, and negro. 
There is not one “enemy alien.” 

Another place that has probably 
not yet heard of the war Is Yquitos, 

-Kastern Peru. Yquitos has per- 
baps the most romantic mail service 
in the worid. 

Its letters are taken up the Am- 
azon to Manacs, and thence right 
across South America up the mighty 
river in a river steamer, It is only 
a few hundred miles from Lima, the 
Pacific capital of Peru, but the wall 
of the Andes is an almost impassable 
barrier. 

The “quick” route, therefore, from 
Yquitos to Lima is all the thousands 

miles down the Amazon and 
across the Atlantic, and then “via 
Liverpool.” 


Army Cooks at School. 


One thousand five hundred soldiers 
are at present learning cooking at the 
London County Council schools. They 
are divided into bodies of 100, each 
man having to live on the War Office 
allowaace of 1s. 9d. a day, a feature 
of the training being that ° if they 
cannot eat the meals they prepare 
they must go without. The training 
is based on cookery books’ issued by 
the War Office, which show how one 
can make a dinner out of next to no- 
thing. 

The military culinary manual tells 
bow mushrooms and marigold fow- 
ers, often found growing wild, give 
an excellent flavor to stew or soup, 
while netties and sweet docks are ex- 
cellent vegetables in the apring. Stew 
for about dve minutes and serve—a 
good substitute for other vegetables 
in soup. - 

The young leaf of the mangel- 
wursel is also excellent, and the War 
Office declares that wild sorrel, added 
to pea soup, makes a pleasing change, 
The men are not only taught many 
economy, tricks, but how to cook rap- 
idly and easily. They are shown 
when in a hurry how cooking cau be 
done in mess tins s0- arranged that 
half-a-dosen or so can be simultan- 
eously heated by a wood fire, Pre- 
served meat tins will also do for the 
purpose, while a biscuit tin makes a 
g00d substitute for an oven.

‘This “‘interdational date Une.” as it is 
called, passing north and south and di 
viding our world into two equal parts, 
fs the one hundred and elghtieth merid- 
fan and crosses the Pacific ocean— 
where, fortunately. there ts very Uttle 
land—taking uw slight bulge outward\to 
include Siberia. and one the otier way, 
to include Attu island, which belongs 
to Alaska gcographically.. The map 
will show this. West of this line fs 
Monday and east of it is Sunday. 

When it is noon on Monday In Lon- 
don Tuesday haa already begun at 
Cape’ Deshnef.. Siberia. but Monday 
morning has not yet dawned at Attu 
island. Nearly haif an hour of Sunday 
still remains there. We are thus con- 
fronted with the puradox of three days 
coexisting at the same time. 

We must remember that every day 
begins at midnight. If we could travel 
round the world at the same rate that 
It travels, beginning our filzbt at noon, 
it would be perpetually noon all the 
Way round! Yet we should lose a day 

While at any particular point on the 
surface of the earth a day is twenty: 
four hours tong. every day, as a mat- 
ter of fact, lasts forty-elgbt bhours— 
sometimes even longer, This scems 
another contradiction. Yet it can be 
explained. 

Any given day, say Christmas, be 
gins (as that day) {mmediately west of 
the 180th parallel. One hour’ Iater 
Christmas day begins 15 degrees west 
of the date line, two hours later 30° de 
&rees west of the line and so on round 
the globe. 

Those ving just west of the date 
Une would have enjoyed twelve bours 
of Christmas when it reached England. 
eighteen bours when {t began ip the 
United States and. twenty-four bours 
(a whole day) when It began In Alas- 
ka. Already Christmas. bad existed 
twenty-four hours op this globe, but 
having just begun in western Alaska 
{t will ‘last there twenty-four hours 
longer. 4 

We have just seen that each day 
lasts for forty-eight hours. As a mat- 
ter of fact. a day lasts In some places 
more than forty-nine hours, This js 
because of the {rregularity of the date 
Une previously mentioned. 

Let us begin an imaginary journey. 
from Cape Deshnef. Siberia, at mid- 
night. As midnight sweeps westward 
successive places see the beginning of 
the day. When the day begins in Lon- 
don it has been that same day at Cape 
Deshnef twelve hours and forty-five 
minutes. 

When this same day arrives at Attu 
{sland {it bas been twenty-fve hours 
and twelve minutes since it begun of- 
Gcially at Cape Deshnef. Since the day 
will then last twenty-four hours at At: 
tu island, before jt is spent forty-nine 
hours and twelve minutes will have 
elapsed from the beginning of thet day 
until the time ft closes, 

Thus three days can exist at one 
me. as before explained.—Hereward 
Carrington in New York World:

Fashions of 4,000 Years Agu Coming

the great civilization which has been 
laid bare by the excavations in Crete 
in the last 15 years, was strolling 
down the avenue the other afternoon 
when he stopped in amazement be- 
fore the window of a well-known 
Fifth avenue costumer. There, on a 
form In the s!ow ‘window, was one of 
the newest fashiong—a bodice drawn 

[to ft tight about the waist, with a 
deep V at the {broat and a>high col- 
lar rising bebind the neck, and a flar- 
{ng skirt with four or Give ruffles fall- 
{ug over each other in almost the 

shape of a bell. 

“Amazing!” be exclaimed to his 
companion. “Almost an exact replica 
of the fafence figures of the earth 
goddess which Sir Arthur Evans dis- 
covered at Knossos!’ 

The companion, who had — never 
heard of Sir Arthur Evans, Knosses, 
or an earth goddess, demanded that 
he be shown; so the archaeologist 
took him back to his study and show- 
ed him there a Httle fgure—a copy 
of the original found in Crete— 

which had a strange similarity to the 
| waxen lady in the window. There 
was a_ short-sleeved, tight-waisted 
bodice of dark orange, with purple 

, ribbons; a heavy belt; and a flaring 

] skirt. with seven flounces, made in s 
checkerboard pattern of dark purple 
and light blue. ze 

“That lady,” sald the archaelogist, 
“is elther the earth goddess or one 
of her priestesses, and the figure 
was made prmbably 2,000 years be- 
fore Christ. It was found fn the re- 
mains of the capital of the Cretan 
kingdom, which “was contemporan- 
cous with the palmy days of Egypt 
and Babylonia. 

“This gown is a fair specimen of 
the general style of the dress of the 
Cretan woman of the upper Classes. 
The flaring skirt, the narrow waist, 
the low-cut corsage—these are prac- 
tleally constant characteristics. They 
often wore transparent waists with 
heavier jackets over them, the gen- 
eral effect being strikingly modern. 

. “Hats were usually made with 
rather low crowns and wide brims, 
but, while in classical Greece and 
Rome there was little variation on 
that model, the Crefans had about as 
tauy Kidup auu Cupumiuus OF OAS as 
any age up to the p Usually 
the brim was turned up before or be- 
hind, or all around, and there was 
considerable use of ribbons and other 
trimmings. A conical hat surrounded 
by a roljed brim and decorated with 
three rosettes sounds modern, but the 
model fs 3,400 years old. 

“Cretan women usually wore their 
hair in long ringlets down on the 
shoulders, generally leaving a devas- 
tating curl on the forehead, which, 
combined with their big, dark eyes, 
must have had a positively irresist- 
ible effect. 

“The Cretans were expert shoe- 
makers, too—far ahead of any other 
ancient people; and the elaborateness 
of their dress shoes found hardly any 
parallel in the subsequent history of 
the world until the epidemic of back 
and. side Jacings and colored scroll- 
work decorations, which fell on New 
York this spring.” 

“How about men’s clothing?” the 
scientist was asked.

The ‘manner in which the French 
Brat gained possession of the prov- 
inces of Alsace-Lorraine through the 
use of a preconcerted’ cipher _ap- 
Darently meaningless is interesting 
and is-also an important’ historical 
instance of the value of cipher sig- 
pals of all kinds. 

In 1680, when Marquis de Lou- 
vols.was French Minister of War 
under Louis XIV., he summoned be- 
fore him a man of the name of De 
Chamilly and instructed him to go 
to Basel, Switzerland, and on the 
fourth day ‘thence at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon to station himself on the 
bridge over the Rhine, with pad, ink 
and pen. 34 

“Watch all that takes place,’ di- 
rected the Minister’ of War, “and 
make a memorandum of everything; 
no matter how trivial. Continue to 
do this for two hows. At 4 o'clock 
remount your hom ana return here 

;&8 quickly as po-Gble. Bring your 
‘ notes directly’ to me, no’ matter 
what time of the day or night you 
arrive.” 

De Chamilly obeyed. Gn the day 
appointed he stationed himself on 
the bridge and began to make notes 
of everything that transpired. Page 
after page he covered with his fine 
script. Three‘ o'clock chimed from 
the cathedral tower. ‘Exactly on the 
last stroke a tall man in yellow waist- 
coat and” breeches -sauntered ‘across 
the bridge, stopping in the center to 
strike three hearty blows with his 
staff on the ralling. This, together 
withthe other details, went down ir 
De Chamilly’s book. When 4 o'clock 
sounded he leaped upon his horse and 
galloped of toward Paris. feeling 
Father ashamed that he hd’ nothing 
more importamt to report. _ 

The messenger reiurned to the 
French capital in the middlo of the 
night, but he went at once to De Lou- 
vois, who glanced eagerly’ through 
his notes until he came to ‘the men- 
tion of the yellow’ breeched man, The 
Minister of War. then ‘rushed to the 
king’s chamber, awoke Louis and ob- 
tained his signature to a document al- 
ready prepared. Four couriers were 
immediately dispatched to Strass- 
burg.- Eight days later the town was 
entirely surrounded by French troops. 
It surrendered on Sept.'30, 1681: 

The three tapg of the staff on the 
railing ofthe bridge were the pre- 
concerted signals of the success of 
an intrigue between De Louvois and 
the magistrate of Strassburg, and 
the man who struck the blows was 
as ignorant of their meaning as was 
De Chamilly of the reason for his 
“mission. 

The seizure of Strassburg received 
formal recognition at the peace of 
Ryswick in 1697, and France con- 
tinued to hold the city and the sur- 
‘rounding country until it was wrest- 
ed from her. by 
the Franco-Prussian war. — James 
Hay, Jr., in Every Week.

TALES OF NARROW ESCAPES. 


Curious Case of a St. Pierre Prisoner 
, During the Mont "Pelee Eruption. 
The British Retreat From Cabul—A 
‘Tragedy of the Terrible Manacies..” 


There are muny curious cases on rec: 
ord where death in one of tts many 
dread forms of disaster grips au entire 
party tp its claminy embrace and ibe. 
while its fey Singers close upon ibe 
test. lets one solitary member of tbe 
band slip away to be the sole survivor 
of the tragic calamity. i 

One boudred and tfty-elght dead, one 
saved.” That was'in brief the tale of 
ihe wreck of the mull steamer Generai 
Chanzy,, which struck in the terrible 
storm of Feb,-10, 1910, ov the rocks of 
northwest Mivorca. Ped 

Marcel Bader, the solitary survivor 
from the wreck of the Chanzy, owed 
bis preservation entirely to the tact 
that be was a strong and feariexx 
swimmer, 

A few sears ago the Umber ressei 
Anna Rébekka, one day ont of Memel, 
Was caught in a squall and capsize 
Most of ber crew. were swept nwiy 
and drowned, dut three- the skipper, 2 
sailor and’ the sbip’s buy-—-clambered on 
to the keel, where they drifted without 
food or drink. On the third day the 
sailor was wasbed off, but the skipper 
saved him. Then the boy went ond 
und ded. On the sfth day the sailor 
was wasbed off agaip. and this time 
the captain bad no strength ‘to help 
him. On the seventh day the capsizet 
vesse! drifted in sight of. land A Mf 
boat put out and found the captain 
sull alive. 

The Manacies bare seen muauy sight 
of borror, but none to excet that Janu- 
ary night many years agu when two 
British troopships—ube Dispatch and 
We Primrose—both went usbure on 
these terrible rocks within a few hours 
of une another. Seven soldiers strug 
sicd ashore from the Dispatch through 
the crushing breakers and roused the 
village of St. Neverne. Whe the tish- 
eruen gained the’ beach the Dispatch 
bad vanished But there was the sec 
ond ship—the Wrinirose-on the rocks. 
They pushed out, but the duvmed ves: 
Sel was shattered to fragments before 
they could reach ber, and alt wat the 
bout Oruught back was 2 fifteen-year 
old ship’s boy, whom they picked up 
swimming desperately in the truugh of 
the Icy wares. : 

Perhaps the most terribie disaster in 
modern ‘British bistory was the retreat 
from Cabui fp the winter of 1812 An 
army of 3,480 soldiers, with over 12,000 
samp followers, sturted southward from 
the Afghan capital under prowlse of 
safe conduct. On the following Jan 
1 a solitary Ogure. dlthy, wosbaven, 
unkempt, his wind almust destroyed 
with the borrors Ubrough which he had 
Passed, rode out of the mouth of the 
Khyber pass, He was Dr. -Urydone, 
the vnly survivor from all that mighty 
host. The bodies of the rest, slain by 
the treacherous Ghilzuts, lay scattered 
fur alles along the spowclad four of 
the defile. 

tt was stupidity, oot treachery, which 
caused the disaster tu a battuilon of 2 
J@Mieso regiment in Junuary, 1901. 
Un the 23¢ of that month a detacb- 
tment of 210 men and officers, under 
command of a major, left the town of 
Awombrt for a long route march. It 
came on tv snow very bearily, and 
soon a regular Dilzzard was ing. 
with the temperature many degrees be- 
jow freezing point. 

‘They lost thelr way and wandered 
ou, burning thelr rite stocks for fuel, 
By the 25th unly seventy-one were teft 
alive. On the afternoon of the witb 
4% curpural alupe was picked up by a 
rellef purty, allve but badly frozen. 

At the end of April, 1902, Mount 
ielee, the blunt beaded volcano bebind 
St. Plerre, began to show signs of ac 
uvity. ‘These increased until on May 
5 a iltle before ¥ in the worning 
(here was n territic roar, and a buge

Whatever that cloud consisted of, it 
destroyed St. Pierre completely. “lhe 
very stones were cracked with tbe aw- 
ful beat. and within u few sccunds 40,- 
000 buman beings perixhed. Yet days 
afterward, when the rulns were cool 
envugh to explore, a man was found 
alive. He was a oegru prisuner who 
had been-contived tn an undergroand 
cell and who, thuugh scorebed, scarred 
and almost suffuctied, stil survived — 
the valy Uvipg thing iu ufty square 
tiles.—London Answers.

Some That Get Along With Only One 
Meal or 80 a Year. 

There are more chan 50,000,000 pquare 
miles covered by a depth of three miles 
of sea, but even ot this great depth— 
where the pressure of the water above 
would tnstantly crush a man's body to 
pulp—there Is a great world of life.

RELICS OF A LOST RACE. 


Articles That Were Used by the Ara- 
ee wak Indians of Jamaica. 

When in 149%, on bis second voyage, 
Columbus discovered the island of 
Jamaica, it was populated by.tbe Ara- 
wuk Indians, who, although at first} 
hostile to him, became friendly on his 
giving them clothing and other articies 
before unknown to them. 

When Jater the Spaniards settled the 
tsland they forced the Indians not only 
to do agricultural work tn their own 
island, but to labor in the gold mines 
of Haiti So hard were the Spanish 
taskmasters that by 1558 the whole 
Arawak nation was exterminated. 

Doring recent years G. C. Longley of 
Pelham Manor has been secking to re- 
cover all possible traces of the lost 
race. To that end he spent much time 
on the island in exploring the uld 
kitchen middens or refust heaps of the 
Arawaks, in which be has‘found, pe- 
sides shells and pottery and Gsb. turtle 
and cony bones, many celts or rode 
chisels, grinding stones, stone pendants 
and axes—1,500 objects in all, 2 

The whole collection be has given 
to the American Museum of Natural 
Bistory tn New York city. 

The most interesting objects are the 
cylindrica} stone pendants, which were 
fashioned with sand and stone by 
endless rubblog. Pendants of exactly 
the same sort are worn today as tn- 
signia of office by chiefs or bead men 
of tribes in borthern South America —

ROME, Oct. 25.—The official statement is- 
sued -today from Italian general headquarters 
reads ‘as follows: 

“A new and brilliant success has marked 
our offensive in the Ledro valley. Our troops 
penetrated, on the 22nd, into Bezzeca basin, oc- 
cupied the village and the heights dominating 
it to the north on the two sides of the Concel 
valley. : 

“In upped Cordevole our troops are closing 
their grip on the difficult defences of the Col di 
Lana. Two more field forts were stormed@@hd 
25 prisoners taken. . 

“In the Rienz Valley, on the night of the 
23rd, the enemy attempted to attack our posi- 
tions at a point where the Popena debouches, 
but was repulsed. 

“In the Fella Valley fresh actions turning 
in our favor, were fought near Pontafel ard 
Leoplodskirchen. In the Monte Nero zone we 
completed the occupation of the crest south- 
east of Mrzli and repulsed two violent enemy 
attacks on our Vodil positions. On Mont Sz- 
botino and on Podgore height, in the Gorizia 
zone, our troops have taken Several trenches by 
assault. $ 
“On the Carso the troops fought all day 
yesterday, both sides showing great determina- 
ticn. Our infantry, undismayed by the deadly 
effects of the enemy’s artilléry, adyanced impetu- 
ously several times to the conquest of the 
enemy’s positions, which, previous to that, nad 
been plowed up by the. inaccurate and effective 
shelling of our batteries. Our adversary opened 
a violent and rapid fire from. numerous masked 
field and machine guns and launched fresh col- 
umns in a counter attack. 

“Important positions were several times 
stormed, then lost and restormed, but at evening 
our troops held securely the ground-wor on the 
left wing east of Peteano and in tha centre to- 
wards Marjottini. . : 5 

“We took 1003 prisoners, 16 of whom were 
officers, together with three machine guns and 
other war material. This booty marks the suc- 
cess of our arms during a hard day’s figuting 
along the Isonzo front.”

This was the last battle fought on 
the Island of Great Britain, and took 
Place April 16, 1746, and Jt was also 
the last attempt on the part of the 
Stuart family to recover the throne of 
Great. Britain. Charles Edward 
Stuart escaped to France after he 
had wandered five months in the 
highlands. He died in Rome Jan- 
uary 30, 1788.

home and gives specific figures of the 
results obtained’ in’one home in 
which every effort was made to con- 
su the coal properly. 

report shows not only a low 
cost of heating but also an economi- 
cal use of fucl, and illustrates what 
Savings may be effected when the 
problem is given proper considera- 
tion. Systematic and ‘regular hand- 
ling of the fire doubtless had consid- 
erable to do with the results obtain- 
ed. The cos: of heating is probably 
$50 to $100 less than what is ex- 
pended by a large number of house- 
holders who live in the same locality 
and have about the same heating re- 
quirements,, but use more expensive 
coal and give their heating equip- 
ment legs attention. 

The value a householder gets from 
the fuel he burns depends largely on 
the character of the heating appara- 
tus, the conditions under which it {a 
installed and the manner in which 
the fire is handled. The authors of 
this report, from their experience ip 
fring residence heating apparatus 
and from observing the methods em- 
Ployed by many who attend to such 
apparatus, keenly appreciate the im- 
bortance of proper ‘firing methods, 
and they have written this report in 
the belief that some general remarks 
on the selection, care, and operation 
of residence heating apparatus may 
prove of some value to many.” 

Among other things the report 
states: /Many furnaces and bollere

drafts are opened or coal is put op 
when the house becomes cool; then 
the fire is allowed. to burn rapidly 
until either the rooms aré too warm 
or the fuel bed is burned down -toc 
far to kindle properly a new charge 
of coal.

Tc 
burn more coal requires more air, and 
this air must be forced Into the asb 
pit and up through the fuel bed by 
the difference between the pressure 
of the hot air and gases over the fire 
pot, and that of the air entering the 
ash pit—tin other words, by the 
draft.”

ZEPPELIN LOSSES HEAVY. 


Germany's Vaunted Dirigibles Have 
Proved a Terrible Failure. 

A despatch to The Daily Express 
from Genera says: 
reliable source in Friedrichshafen 
that the German Headquarters Staff 
admits the loss of 38 Zeppelins and 
nine Parseval airships since the war 
began up to August 1, 1915. 


Since that date, a further report | | 


states, two Zeppelins and one Parse- 
val are missing. 

The majority of the airships were 
brought down by the Allies’ aerial 


guns, and the rest suffered accidents | ff 


while landing. 

The average cost of these airships 
is over £100,000 ($500,000), while 
the newest models cost nearly double 
this sum. Therefore Germany 
lost over £5,000,000 in a year in her 
airships, bombs from which have 
killed and wounded 500 persons, 

C. G. Grey, editor of The Aero- 
plane, discussing in The Daily Ex- 
press reports that Zeppelin sheds are 
being removed from Brussels to Ant- 
werp, and the fact that Zeppelins are 
now very frequently seen over Hol- 
land, suggests that the activities of 
British and French aviators have 
caused the Germans to make a radi- 
cal change in their plans. 

Recently many airship sheds at 
Brussels and Ghent have been “de- 
stroyed, and Mr. Grey thinks the Ger- 
man intention is’ that the raiding 
headquarters for Zeppelins shall in 
the future be established at Liege or 
some point in Germany. Thence 
they will fy to Antwerp, where they 
will descend to renew their petrol 
supply and take up bombs for raids 
on England. In this way, too, they 
would have a better chance or evad- 
ing the Allies’ aviators operating 
from Flanders, 

According to Alfred N. Lawson, the 
publisher of*The Aircraft,’ the de- 
struction caused in London by the 
airship raid on Sept. 8 was not due 
principally to Zeppelins, but to dirig- 
bles of the Schuette-Lans type. 

Mr, Lawson says that prior to the 
war there were three Schuette-Lans 
dirigibles in commission for the Ger- 
man Government, and several larger 
airships of an improved type haye 
been constructed since the war began. 
Mr. Lawson is a representative in this 
country of the Schuette-Lans Airship 
Company. 


Made a Long Journey. 

The name of the Emden, Ger- 
many’s famous raiding cruiser, bob- 
bed up again when the news came 
that Lieut. Commander Lauterbach, 
her executive officer, had reached San 
Francisco after an adventurous jour- 
ney from Singapore by way of Suma- 
tra, Java, the Philippines, and China. 
It is said that Lauterbach was con- 
cerned in fomenting the ‘uprising of 
native troops against the English in 
Singapore.

DOCTORS OF HEALTH. 


Doctors spend-too ‘much time studying dis- 
ease and not enough studying health, said Dr. 
Henry B. Cavill of Chicago, chairman of the 
Council of Health and Public Instruction of the 
American Medical Association, in-an address. 

“Industry,” said Dr. Favill, “is in the last 
analysis a matter of health. All of the great 
questions related to the well-being of the mas- 
ses and their work, their play, their opportuni- 
ties, their habits, their livelihood, their infancy 
and their old age correlate absolutely in the one 
great factor of health. The more thoroughly hu- 
man affairs are investigated, the more under- 
lying causes for social conditions are discov- 
ered,.the deeper becomes.a knowledge of social 
pathology,: the more manifest it becomes that 
mental, moral and physical values in human af- 
fairs are ultimately questions of health.” 

In other words, it is going to be increasing- 
ly necessary for us not only to do everything 
possible to avoid: disease, but alsé to do every- 
thing possible to retain health. The work of the 
trained physician of the future ig going to be far 
more that of keeping people well than treating 
people who are sick. From this point of view,- 
Dr, Favill criticizes medical education of today 
because while it teaches the young physician 
everything that is known about disease, it teach- 
es him at the same time very little about health. 
We are'coming more and more to realize that 
success and happiness in any relation in life are 
necessarily based on good health—a sound mind 


in a sound body.” This is the ideal toward which ~‘|" 


we should all aim, both as individuals and as 
communities, : * 

To secure it, as Dr. Favill has well pointed . 
out, two things are necessary: A properly train- 
ed medical profession, skilled in all the methods 
of modern science by. which health can be pre- . 

' served and a public which will estimate the value 
of growing scientific knowledge on the preserva- 
tion of health and which will co-operate with 
properly trained: and right-minded physicians 
in securing such benefits. The physicians of 
today and of the future must resunfe the func- 
tions of the doctors of the middle ages and be 
real teachers and leaders. Possessing the techni- 
cal. knowledge necessary for securing health, 

they must point out the way to the people by 
which freedom from disease can be secured.
